return to private fife. Then 
is a real problem for some peo¬ 
ple serving in public office. 

It takes capable business 
people to fill many state post 
tions. As one man stated 
Monday, he bad definite vieWs 
about conflict of interest but 
he also wanted good business 
people taking care of his tax 
money. 

Everyone agreed it is im 
possible to legislate moral it> 
but there is a need for som< 
general rulinrs. It is a new 
field-only about ten state- 
have such legislation.
